concern to the French government as 
to the ultimate outcome of tho war 
in the far east.

FOR HIS REPEAL 


TIMBER LAW WOULD BE MADE 


OBSOLETE. 


THE DESERT LAvV WOULD BE 


Made Broader and Better Fitted for 


the Present Time and Are — 


Would Create Small Farms. 


The flght has been surging in the 


senate public lands committee dur- 
ing the past week on tho question of 
the repeal of tho land laws. Follow- 
ing Senator Hansbrough's unparallel- 
ed action In refusing to consider the 
wishes of tho majority to report- tho 
bill repealing tho throe laws, It was 
decided to split tho Quarles hill into 
two measures, one to repeal the tim- 
ber act. which could bo disposed of 
llrst, and tho other to take up tho 
desert law "ami tho 
commutation 
clause of the homestead law. 


Quarles' BUI 


Senator Quarles Immediately Intro- 


duced tho timber end of his repeal 
bill with a provision for the sato of 
stumpage by the Interior department, 
a moasuro 
somewhat 
similar 
to 


Senator Hansbrough'* bill Introduc- 
ed last fall except' that It contains 
no provision or tho location of for- 
est reserve, railroad and other lieu 
land rights upon "land subject 
to 


homestead entry." under which tho 
lands reserved by tho secretary of 
tho Interior -for Irrigation purposes 
In small tracts of not more than ICO 
acros could iiave been located 
by 


speculators and syndicates In, great 
blocks of thousands of acres. 


Agreed Upon . 


This bill was unanimously agreed 


to In tho committee and passed tho 
senate without difficulty, its repeal 
has been recommended by the presi- 
dent's commission and It Is evident- 
ly tho hope of the stockmen and. tho 
land grubbers that this concession 
to the advocates of tho Quarles hill 


thorn quiet for at least 
will 
this session. Senator Quarles, how 
ever, announced that he would Im- 
mediately Introduce tho other two- 
thirds of his bill providing for the 
absolute repeal of the desert land 
act and the commutation clause of 
the homestead act. 


No- Report 


Tho fact that tho president's com- 


mission has refused to make a defin- 
ite report bu those two laws does 
not alter the determination to HIV 
cure their abrogation. Tho tremend- 
ous frauds which have boon practic- 
ed under them, tho Impossibility of 
their administration 
KO that actual 


f)rttlc.iient tooconic;i nccessatjy, nnd 
the official testimony of a long lino 
of commissioners of the general land 
office and secretaries to proceed up- 
on. without any further special In- 
vestigation at this late day. 


Another Fight 


A bitterer fight than ever Is prom- 
ised against the second division of 
the Quarlos bill. Senator Hansbrough 
has arrogated to himself tho special 
championship of this opposition, nnd 
relying upon tho indecisive action of 
•the president's comnilb^Jbn, reganlf 
Ing those laws every effort will lie 
made to prevent tholr consideration 
Just as was done with the original 
Qunrles bill.

In 
the export trade, however, tho figures 
Indicate -a more rapid growth, or, al 
least, a more rapid 
proportionate

"Christ has risen." nnd there Is His 
promise that all they which are asleep 
In Him shall arise from the dead to 
meet Him In glory that shall endure 
forever nnd forever. 


The mystery of death Is nnsolvable; 


that greater mystery of resurrection 
from the dead Is still further 
from 


man's knowledge. 
But unfathomnblr 


things sometimes are the sweetest and 
most comfortable blessings men enjoy 
In this life. Faith demands no proof 
further than In contained In His words, 
"In my Father's house are many man- 
sons; I go to prepare a place for you." 
"That where I am, there you may he 
also." 


Such faith this U that filled the spirit 


of Job when he sold. "I know that my 
Redeemer llvoth, and that- He shall 
stand at the latter day upon the earth."
